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METHODOLOGICAL NOTE 

This study was conducted using primarily REGIS (Higher Education 
General Information Survey) data submitted to the State Department of 
Education by the public and non-public institutions themselves over the 
period 1965-1974. Some enrollment (FYES - Fiscal Year Equivalent Student), 
cost-of-living index, and state appropriations (actual and projected) 
expenditure data was also provided by the Educational Agencies Program 
Section, the Office of Revenue and Tax Analysis, and the Planning and 
Policy Analysis Division of the Department of Management and Budget; the 
Senate Fiscal Agency; and Student Financial Aid Services, the Department 
of Education. Professional and technical comments were also provided by 
the staff of the House Fiscal Agency, the Senate Fiscal Agency, the 
Council of State College Presidents, the Michigan Community College 
Association, and Association of Independent Colleges and Universities. 

Some methodological notes on the completeness and accuracy of the 
data are appropriate here.

Improved from year to year, and is quite hard data in the main now for 
baccalaureate institutions. The quality of some of the community college 
and non-public colleges and universities data, although generally good, 
is not quite as good as for public baccalaureates. There are instances 
for all types of institutions, however, where portions of the data for 
certain schools are softer than the rest or incomplete. Also, HEGIS 
format requirements for year to year have changed somewhat which makes 
longitudinal analysis more difficult. 



We have tried wherever possible to use the data exactly as reported 
by the institutions. On occasiorc where prior year data had to be used 
because current data was not available, we hava carefully footnoted this 
fact,. Other adjustments or assumptions made are also noted wherever ( 
appropriate. The data that the Department o'£-'Management and Budget and 
the Senate Fiscal Agency has provided we judge to be hard in the main. 

We have used the Detroit Cost of Liyingjj^ex (which is the only 
consumer price index available at present in Michigan) prepared by the 
U,S, Department of Labor to adjust actual dollars to real term dollars 
for the decade 1965-1974 in a number of the tables. More specifically, 
1967-68 expenditures are us^d as the base year, and each subsequent 
year's expenditures are adjusted to 1967 dollars. For example. Actual 
State General Purpose Expenditures in 1973-74 were 383.7 million dollars 
for baccalaureate institutions, and. 66.6 million for community colleges. 
In ord er to a djust these figures to real term dollars (1967). „they_ are 



divided by the Detroit Cost of Living Index for 1973-74 (134.5), The 
product is real term expenditures of 285.3 million and 49.5 million for 
baccalaureate and community colleges respectively (See Tables II & III), 

It should be noted that the use of the Detroit Cost of Living Index 
to arrive at real term dollars probably underestimates the degree to which 
actual appropriations have been deflated by inflation. This is so because 
higher education costs appear to have outstripped the Detroit Cost of 
Living index. For example, the D, Kent HalsLead Index of Higher Education 
Costs compares to the Detroit Cost of Living Index as follows*^

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For 1975-1985 projections, we have used three different rates for 
calculating the expected rise in higher education costs - 6%, 8%, and 
10% per year. For projected revenues,; we have used tlie figure of 8% 
as estimated by the Office of Revenue and Tax Analysis of the Department 
of Management and Budget. However, because many alternative projections 
suggest this rate may be overly optimistic, we have constructed a table 
(Table XIX) which indicates what the real term dollars/FYES support would 
be assuming different growth rates.

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INTRODUCTION

During most of the 1960'8, Michigan higher education at all levels 
enjoyed a steady and certain growth, both in terms of enrollment and 
financial support.^ But, this pattern appears to have changed in the 
1970*8 and for the foreseeable future.

in 1974-75 than in 1973-74, and will decline still further in 1975-76 
based on the final appropriations bill passed by the Legislature and 
signed by the Governor.^ 

Although the community colleges' share of state expenditures has 
increased over the last decade from 1.4% to 2.6% to meet rising 
enrollments, real term expenditures/FYES has also declined in 1974-75, 
and will again in 1975-76 (See Tables II and III for details). 

State aid to higher education through other programs (e.g., competi-

continue to decline through 1980 and 1985. Furthermore, the level 
of state expenditures/BYES by institution will continue to deviate 
substantially from the statewide average if present appropriation 
policies continue. 

5. The above projections suggest the consideration of several 
alternative public policies by the Executive Office, the Legislature 
and the State Board of Education if real term levels of support/FYES 
are to be re-established at 1973-74 levels, and maintained in the 
^^^'^^^^^^^i' At the state level, among these would be devotion of 
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a greater share of state general purpose expenditures to higher 
education; reassessment in the long-term (i.e., after 1985) of the 
present enrollment related funding policies; consolidation of some ' 
existing public institutions and the closure of others; and greater 
appropriations to competitive scholarship and tuition grant programs. 
At the federal level, consideration should be given to reorienting 
priorities to again provide some means of support for the financing 
of higher education as per a decade ago (e.g., endowments to students' 
and bloc grants to institutions). 

DETAILED DI SCUSSION OF EACH CONCr.URTnM 

Enrollme nt Projections to 1980 and 1985 

The Constant Ratio Projection to 1985 is based on the percent of 
male and female enrollments to the total population aged 18 to 34. The 
projection reflects changes in enrollment that are attributed to population 
changes only.^ The projection of headcount enrollment is translated into 
FYES enrollment for public institutions and into FTE enrollment for private 
schools by determining the actual ratio of FYES/FTE enrollments to headcount 
in the fall of 1974 (.869 for public baccalaureates, .543 for community 
colleges; and .864 for independents) and multiplying this ratio times 
projected headcount figures for 1980 to arrive at projected FYES/FTE 
figures. 1985 projections are calculated in the same way after headcount 
figures for 1980 are projected to 1985 at the same rate of change projected 
from 1975 to 1980.

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The Straight Line Projection Method simply arithmetically projects 
future enrollments to 1980 and 1985 based on the same rate of change 
experienced by each category of institution over the period 1969-70 to 
1973-74. (See Figure 1 for a graphic presentation of Table VI) The 
years 1969-70 to 1973-74 are used as the base period on the grounds that 
enrollments during 1974-75 and 1975-76 appear to be atypically high due 
to the recession. Historical analysis of past enrollments shows that 
the last recession was followed by an enrollment dip (See Figure I). 

Table VII projects individual institutional enrollments for public 
community colleges and universities to 1980 and 1985 using The Constant 
Ratio Method.^ 



The Rise of Public and Private H^^her Education Expenditures 

While Total Education and General Expenditures for public and private 
higher education institutions in Michigan from 1969-70 to 1973-74 per 
FYES/FTE appear to have risen on the average at rates higher than , the 
Detroit Cost of Living Index for the same period - thereby suggesting 
that levels of prolr^ qxiality were minimally maintained over this time - 
period - it should be noted that certain individual institutional expendi- 
tures appear not to have kept pace over this time period. Also, the rise 
in absolute level of expenditures/FYES by category within Total Education 
and General (Instructional and Program; Physical Plant Maintenance and 
Operation; Other Education and General) shows wide variation from institution 

to institution compared to the statewide average. It is not the intent

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of the author to indicate that this variation is necessarily inappropriate, 
however. Careful cost analysis would be required first before this con- 
clusion could be reached. 

Taken in conjunction with our earlier findings that state support 
for public higher education institutions/FYES has declined in 1974-75 in 
real terms - (i.e. . after discounting for inflation), and has declined still 
further based on the 1975-76 budget signed by the Governor, it is probable 
that several state higher education institutions have now been forced to 
curtail planned program improvements /cutback the operating level of 
existing programs, or delay other categories of expenditures such as 
physical plant maintenance and operauiovi. 

Table VIII compares the increase in total Education and General 
Expenditures to the Detroit Cost of Living Index for the same period' 
1969-70 to 1973-74 for all categories of higher education institutions. 
Expenditures appear to have risen at rates exceeding the Detroit Consumer 
Price Index.

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These figures may be interpreted in different ways. On the one hand, 
it might be concluded that this rise in Total Education and General 
Expenditures/FYES reflects the fact that educational costs have actually 
exceeded the rise in Michigan's consumer cost of living. There are several 
problems with this interpretation, however. For public institutions, it 
is i«,t possible to determine from HEGIS data to what degree this increase 
in expenditures represents an increase in existing program costs - or 
instead a combination of existing program costs and program improvements. 
Also, the increase in expenditures may simply reflect state legislative 
funding policy by institutions which is not necessarily directly connected 
with real educational cost increases/decreases or educational needs. This 
seems to be indicated, for example, by an examination of Table IX which 
shows that Lake Superior, Oakland, the University of Michigan - Ann Arbor, 
Dearbonx and Flint's expenditures all fell below the annual statewide 
increase. It is unlikely that each institution's real cost increase 
over this time period „ere less than the increase in the consumer price 
index. Rather, the expenditure figures appear to reflect the reduced 
rate of expenditures increase in recent years -from initially high start-up 
cost levels for the developing institutions (Lake Superior, U of M - 
Dearborn and flint, and the recent legislative funding policy toward 
U of M - Ann Arbor and Oakland University.^ 

On the other hand, it might be argued that on a broad statewide 
basis (vs.. institution by institution), it is appropriate to use a com- 
parison between the rise in Total Educational and General Expenditures 
and the Detroit Consumer Price Index as a general indicator as to whether 

existing educational programs/activities are being maintained or improved

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Although it might not always be appropriate to conclude (as noted above) 
that a more rapid rise in Total Educational and General Expenditures vs. 
the Consumer Price Index reflects actual higher ri.es in educational costs, 
it does seem appropriate to conclude that if the rise of Total Educational 
and General Expenditures (and for selected institutions) does not corre- 
spond to the rise in the Consumer Price Index, it probably signals a 
maintenance of existing program levels (and perhaps 
quality), or foregoing planned programs or other improvements since all 
available data suggests that higher educational costs at least match/or 
exceed the consumer's. 

Accordingly, it may be concluded that the existing levels of 
education programs/activities has probably been maintained on a state- 
wide basis for all categories of institutions for the period 1969-70 to 
1973-74. However, it is also noted that selected institutions do not 
appear to have kept pace in all categories,,and that maintenance of 
existing program quality for alf Institutions may now be threatened by 
a reduction in real term support/FYES in 1974-75, and beyond. (Of course, 
lower expenditures/FYES does not always need to ionply that lower program 
quality will result. It can also indicate improved efficiency of operations, 
for example. ) 

For example, an analysis of Tables IX - Xlll'suggests that individual 
public and private institutions such as Oakland University, Oakland 
Community College, Montcalm Community College, Concordia Lutheran, and 
Cranbrook may have experienced cutbacks in program support/other activities 
over the 1969-70 to 1973-74 time period because their expenditures do not 
appear to have kept pace with the rise in cost of living. 
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When individual categories of expenditures (i.e., Instruction and 
Program, Physical Plant Maintenance and Operation; Other Education and 
General) are examined for public institutions (see Tables IX - XII), 
there are significant variations in the rate of increase and absolute 
level of expenditures by institution by category. In part, these 
variations can be explained by the distinct institutional roles, program 
mix, conditions of existing physical facilities, economies of scale, and 
other factors. Allowing for these variables, there are still variances 
which appear difficult to explain. on^iH objective educational cost basis. ~ 

For example, among public baccalaureates. Central Michigan University's 
index of expenditures rise for physical plant maintenance and operation/FYES 
as well as-the absolute level/FYES (98.1 and $265) vs. the statewide 
average suggests that this category is not receiving the attention that 
inflation rates would indicate are demanded to maintain existing facilities. 
On the other hand, the index and absolute levels/FYES of Other Education 
and General Expenditures at the University of Michigan - Dearborn (191.0 
and $661) and Saginaw Valley (164.7 and $1,038) appear to be abnormally 
high. Oakland University's expenditures on Instruction and Program 
(113.8 index rise and $1,320/FYES) and that of Saginaw Valley (102.9 
index and $1,112/FYES) compared to the statewide average (132.1 index 
and $1,900/FYES) appear to be quite low. 

Among community colleges, there, is also considerable variation from -. 
institution to institution by category of expenditure. Part of the 
variance may be explained by REGIS reporting error, or simply be due to 
size factors (i.e., small adjustments cause major shifts in total figures 
due to small institutional size). But, -other variables causing the 
variance can also be isolated. For example, it would appear that 
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Washtenaw's instructional /program and physical facilities maintenance' 
operation costs are far above the statewide average in 1973-74 ($1,673/ 
FYES vs. $1,099 statewide and $277/FYES vs. $204/ms statewide respectively) 
In part because of their high SEV and levied millage rate. West Shore 
and Glen Oaks' Other Education and General Expend itures/FYES in 1973-74 
appear high when compared to other similar small/rural colleges such as 
Bay de Noc, while these same institutions' expenditures on instructional 
and program activities appear comparatively low. Similarly, Wayne County 
or Lake Michigan's instructional and program expenditures/FYES in 1973-74 
($724 and $820 respectively) are probably low compared to the statewide 
average of $l,099/ms because of lower local tax revenues, high use of 
part-time faculty, minimum overhead costs for facilities, and the large 
ratio of Liberal Arts/Business students as a percent of total enrollments. 

Projections of Higher Ed u cation Enrnllments. State Snn nn^«- and 
Educational Costs to 1980 and 1985 support, and 

Projections of expected higher education enrollments (using both the 
Constant Ratio and Straight Line Methods), state general purpose expendi- 
tures for higher education operating expenses, and the expected rise in 
educational costs indicate that support in real term dollars/FYES (i.e., 
after discounting for inflation) will continue to decline through 1980 
and 1985. Furthermore, the level of state expenditures/FYES by insti- 
tution will continue to deviate substantially from the statewide average 
if present appropriation policy continues. 

Table XIV summarizes projected 1980 and 1985 real term state expendi- 
tures for the operating costs of public higher education/FYES using both 
the Constant Ratio and Straight Line enrollment projections, and three 
alternative inflation rates (6%, 8%, 10%/year) to represent the anticipated 
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rise in educational costs (Figures II and III graphically represent the 
figures in Table XIV). The Table also contains comparable figures for 
the Executive Office's recommended budget for 1975-76. 

The data shows that using either one of the projected enrollment 
methods, assuming that the Department of Management and Budget's estimates 
for growth in total state general purposes expenditures are correct 
(8%/year), and assuming an annual educational cost increase rate of 
10%/year,'real term support/FYES is expected to decline for both public 
baccalaureate and community colleges through 1980 and 1985 (See Figure 
IV for a graphic display of the figures).

Tables XV-XVIII project actual total and EYES state appropriations 
for each public baccalaureate institution and community college to 1980 
and 1985 using only the Constant Ratio enrollment projections for 
illustrative purposes. (See Figure V for a graphic display.) 

It can be argued that the estimated rate of increase of educational 
cost/year or the estimated rise in state general purpose expenditures/year 
are not appropriate, which of course would alter the above projections. 
It is believed that the projected rise in educational costs (10%/year) is 
realistic, and that \f anything, the Department of Management and Budget's 
projected state general purpose revenues may be overly optimistic (8% 
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increase/year) - thereby raising the possibility that real term state 
• support/FYES for higher education may actually be even lower than projected. 

Several recent studies indicate that higher education costs have 
risen at rates higher than the consumer price index. ^ The Office of 
Revenue and Tax Analysis of the Department of Management and Budget 
presently estimates that consumer prices will rise at a rate of 6%/year 
based on Chase Econometric Statistics, Inc. projections. It should be 
noted that this is a conservative estimate. Wharton Econometric Fore- 
casting Associates, for example, notes present rates of inflation are 
9.5%, and are expected to continue at least until 1978, and President 
Ford's own Council of Economic Advisors' projects an inflation rate of 
117o. At the same time, several forecasters do not share Management and 
Budget's projections that state revenues are likely to increase at 8%/year. 
In fact. Management and Budget is presently revising its own anticipated 
revenue estimates for 1975-76 downward from six months ago. 

The method used to arrive at the projections displayed in Table XIV 
has the flexibility to be used to reflect upward or downward movement in 
either the anticipated revenue or cost side of the projections. Hence, 
the reader may use the Table to choose his own estimate of anticipated 
state revenues or educational costs. 

For example. Table XIV. displays figures for estimated state revenue/ 
FYES for public baccalaureate and community colleges (using both enroll- 
ment projection methods) at three distinct annual rates of increase for

held constant at 8%/year. But, the Table can be used to adjust the 
revenue side upward or downward also, if it is estimated, for example 
that state revenue will increase at 4%/year, and educational costs will 
increase at 6%/year over the same period, the real term support/FYES ^111 
be the same as in the last column of the Table marked "10%/year". 

Table XIX summarizes some alternative projected real term rates of 
state support/FYES assuming different rates of inflation and state revenue 
to 1980 and 1985.

The projections to 1980 and 1985 outlined above suggest that state 
and federal policy-makers should consider several possible alternative 
public policies for the financing of public and non-public higher educa- 
tion in Michigan if real term dollar levels of support/FYES are to be 
re-established at 1973-74 levels, and maintained in the decade ahead. 

One of the obvious alternatives would be to allocate a greater 
percentage of state general purpose expenditures to finance higher 
education operating expenses than is presently being allocated. This 
would require reduction in the total percentages allocated to other

Another plausable policy option would be a total review of Michigan's 
present higher education system from a statewide perspective. The objective 
of this review would be to help insure that (1) as many educational needs 
of all Michigan's citizens are being met as funds provide for, and that 
(2) the delivery of educational programs is as effective/efficient as it 
can be. This statewide review would include the development o,' , revised 
State Plan for Higher Education, revision of institutional role -.Lements, 
examination of existing program offerings in light of revised role state- 
ments, projected manpower needs and unit costs by program and level of 

instruction, and a review of the viability of existing public institutions 

(which might possibly lead among other things to the examination of the 
viability of considering consolidation or closure of selected institutions 
which. may be operating on a marginally . high cost basis and which show 
limited prospects for raising enrollments to the point of becoming a 
viable institution; development of additional cooperative arrangements 
between public and private institutions than already exist such as 
regional consortia). 

Another alternative policy option available at the state level would 
be a revision of the present enrollment related funding policies in a 
manner that would encourage the rational overall statewide development 
of higher education in Michigan. In the near-term, the present funding 
policies could be reoriented and modified to include support for a 
funding formula which might take into account considerations for differential 
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levels of instruction and program mix as cost data permits. ^2 In the 
long-term (i.e., after 1985), a new formula could be constructed that 
would fund higher education institutions primarily on the basis of specific 
program support/services by colleges and universities apart from total 
enrollment. This approach could be coupled with a reordering of priorities 
at the federal level which would provide for the development of such 
programs as a national endowment fund which would "entitle" every state 
citizen with the ability with an adequate grant to enafeje them to attend 
a higher education institution of their choice." Such a program could 
help resolve the present student need for more college aid, relieve the 
financial crisis which many of the state's higher 'education institutions 
are facing, and benefit society as a whole in terms of a mo re productive/ 
intelligent citizenry necessary for a stable democratic system of 
government.
